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In  about  the  yepr  1898,  Philip  Stolz  became  trustee   of 
Bearcreek  Township,,   He  first   suggested  the  idea  of  having  a 
high  school  in  this   township  and  chose  J.  C.  L.  Whiteman,  who 
had  been  attending  school   at  Ada,  Chio,   for  the  position  of 
tea.cher  and  principle. 

After  conferring  with  the  county  superintendent,  Mr, 
Francis  L.  Crowe,  Mr.  Whiteman  made  out  a  course  of  study,  and 
began  talking  to  the  eight  grade  graduates  and  others  who 
were  still  interested  in  school  work,.  At  th^  opening  df 
school  in  the  fall  of  1899  eleven  students  presented  them- 
selves to  enter  upon  the  pursuit  of  higher  dducation.  Need- 
less to  say,  all  were  freshmen,  but  the  students  were  older 
and  more  advanced  than  freshmen,  today.  Almost  all  were  pre- 
paring to  teach,  some  had  already  taught  a  term  or  two  of 
school.

Tne    new  building  was  ready  for  the   second  year,   and  the 
same  program  was  followed  except  that  now  two  years   of  High 
School  work  were  given   and  the  enrollment  encreased  to  about 
16,  tne  7th  and  8tn  still  being  under  the  same  teacher. . 

One   student   came   down   from  Portland  and  one   strong 
student,   who  had  taken  extra  work,   were  graduated,  this  year, 
but  an  outbreak  of  the  measles,   almost   closed  the  school  and 
spoiled  all  plans  for  a  commencement,  tne  principal  being  among 
tne  number  wno  suffered  an  attack. 

Tne  first  game  of  Basket  ball  was  played  on  Christmas  Day 
on  tne  school  ground.  Students  and  teacner  nad  raised  a  fund 
and  bcugnt  a  ball.  As  no  one  knew  now  to  play,  although  all 
nad  pored  over  tne  rule  book  for  many  anxious  hours  and  \  did 
learn  enougn  to  put  up  the  baskets,  the  principal  invitedJohn 
Milligan  a  Portland  High  School  student  to  come  down  and  bring 
a  pick  up  team  to  sno™~  our  boys  now  to  play  the  game,  I  tnink 
tne  score  was  about  30  or  40  to  nothing(in  Portland's  favor  of 
course. ) 

Many  extra  corricular  activities  were  endulgeiin  from  the 
beginning  of  tne  scnool,  espedially  of  a  literarv  nature.  The 
naturer  students  did  much  debating,  mock  trials,  recitations, 
and  tney  put  on  a  very  good  olay,  tne  second  year.  The  second 
floor  of  the  Williams  wagon  snop  was  fixed  up  for  a  hall,  a.nd 
tne  play  waasa  splendid  sucess  winding  up  with  a  tableau 
colored  lights  being  made  by  lignting  special  colored  oowders 
which  almost  strangled  the  spectators. 

After  tnis  year  the  high  school  nad  a  room  of  its  own, 
room  7  of  our  present  building  and  a  fourth  teacher  was  added 
to  tne  staff.  The  scnchibl  continued  to  grow  as  the  country 
schools  were  being  abanded  and  in  19  when  Freeman  L.  Jones 
was  trustee,  tne  building  was  enlarged,  the  east  half  being 
built  and  tne  teaching  staff  further  enlarged.  The  school  was 
changed- from  a  tnree  to  a  four  year  course,also  tne  school  was 
commissioned  during  Jones'  term  of  office.  Since  the  first 
commission  was  issued  the  school  nas  never  failed  to  get  it 
fene"-ed,  but  as  at  present ," onlv  for  one  year  at  a.  time. 

Tne  next  step  will  be  to  get  a  continuous  commission.
